An order for the 
enormous amount of paper required 
was issued at once. 

Instructions te Veterans. 

Directions to veterans in regard to 
application for the bonus, which were 
issued by the war department tonight, 
follow: 

“1. Do not write for application 
blanks. These will be distributed as 
soon as prepared and unnecessary let- 
ters will only create confusion and 
| delay. 

2. Read carefully the instructions 
which will be printed with the appli- 
cation blank. 

“3. Do not pay fees other than any 
notary charge. The law prohibits any 
person from charging a fee for assist- 
ance in collection of the compensa- 
tion. 

“4. Do not write the war depart- 
ment for any information required by 
the blank. If the individual has not 
the information, supply it as best he 
can from memory. Inquiries to the 
department would only serve to délay 
the case by the double search of the 
records which would be involved.

May Borrow on Policies. 


At the end of two years veterans 
may borrow up to 90 per cent of the 
current value on their certificates from 
banks, which may obtain reimbursae- 
ment from the government in case of 
default. 

There are widely differing estimates 


estimate, that of the actuary of the vet- 
erans’ bureau, is that annual appropri- 
ations aggregating $2,280,758,542 will) 
be necessary over the twenty year 
period. According to this estimate an 
appropriation of $146,000,000 will be re- 
euired for the fiscal year 1925 to pro- 
vide the pro-rated annual cost of the 
insurance and to meet cash payments 
to those not receiving insurance. 
There also will be necessary $6,500,- 
000 for administrative expenses the 
first year. For the fiscal year 1926 it 
ia estimated that appropriations 
amaunting to $165,500,000 will be re 
quired. The average annual cost over 
the twenty year period is $114,000,000, 
No cash payments wil be made 
prior to March 1, 1925, and adjusted 
service certificates will be dated Jan. 1,

Spafford is reported to have told the 
governor that the American Legion 
ot New York stood to lose a large sum 
of money if Carpentier boxed Gibbons 
before he took on Tunney. The legion 
appears to have been injected into the 
squabbie in a last minute effort to pre- 
vent Carpentier boxing Gibbons, as 
there is nothing in Gibson’s contract 
with the Frenchman to indicate that 
the legion would benefit, nor until the 
last few days was the legion men- 
tioned in connection with the proposed 


The governor is reported to have 
told Spafford that he had studied the 
situation carefully and had come to the 
conclusion that the Carpentier-Gibbons 
bout, if properly conducted, would not 
be in violation of the Michigan law, 
which legalizes boxing.

The genuine advocate of peace is the 
soldier who saw his buddies die on the 
fields of France, according to Brig. 
Gen. Abel Davis, who last night ad- 
dressed the thirty-fifth anniversary re- 
union of the Central Y. M. C. A. schools 
in the Central T building. The men 
who know the real horrors of war are 
the men who are strongest for uni- 
versal peace. 

“But those men who know the ter- 
rors of the bayonet, the gun, the gas, 
and who hate war more than anything 
else in all the world, are the men who 
will first rally to our flag if our nation 
is threatened,” said Gen. Davis. “No 
body of men on earth know better than 
the boys who served in the last war 
that there should be no more conflict. 
They hate the cry of battle, the smell 
of smoke, the sound of exploding shells, 
and the screams of stricken comrades, 
but they are the ones who would save 
the nation.” 

Gen. Davis swung from the topic of 
“ pacifism to that of individual re- 
sponsibility to the nation, the duty 
of citizens. 

“Citizenship carries with it the duty 
to the nation,” he said. “The duty to 


the nation ‘begins at home, in the 


smallest groups. Of late there has 
been a tendency to give more power to 
the central governing body, that of 
congress, in Washington, and less to 
the commonwealth, the state. Power 
has been centering in Washington. 
“This centralizing of power has not 
tended for the greatest efficiency. The 
fundamental rule of America is govern- 
ment by the people, and that means 
people in the smallest groups. Let's 
keep the bulk of the power right in our 
home or in our state. Let’s have more 
of state government and less of the 
paternal patting on the back.”
